CANDIDATE JOHN WORTH KERN DELIVERS SPEECH

Indianapolis, Aug. 25—John Worth 


Kern, running- mate with Wm. .1. Bry- 
an, on.the Democratic national ticket, 
was today officially informed that he 
•had been selected to make the race 
for the vice presidency. Mr. Kern ac- 
cepted, and the Democratic campaign 
is on. 


The notification took place at 
the 


state fair ground, just 
.outside the 


city. 
Prominent Democrats from all 


sections of the United'States attend- 
ed. 
There was no 
set 
parade or 


street demonstration. 
At Mr. Kern's 


request the committe-s on arrange- 
ment* refrained from ask'ing the citi- 
zens to decorate. 


Thomas Taggart, national commit- 


teeman, called the. meeting'to order, 
introducing Norman E. Mack, chair- 


• man of the national committee. 
Mr. 


Mack was followed by Theodore B.ell, 
of California, chairman of the notifi- 
cation comm'ittee. 
Mir. Kern accept- 


ed in a brief speech after which Mr. 
Bryan spoke. 


Candidate Ke.rn's speech' was

Fruits of His Toil. 


The Rev. Charles Stelzle, who is su- 


perintendent of the labor department 
of the Presbyterian church, is doing a 
crent deal toward directing the atten- 
tion of the clergy and the laymen of 
the church as well to a side of the 
labor question with which they have 
not hitherto been familiar. Mr. Stelzle 
was formerly & machinist by trade and 
knows by actual experience what is 
the lot of the workingmau. 
But he 


goes deeper than his own experience 
in his studies and presentations of 
views on the labor question. 
In an 


article Mr. Stelzle says: 


"The courts of law have divided that 


a man's market value is just about 
$4.005 more than a sheep—unless the 
sheep has a fancy pedigree. 
He is 


worth, this human machine. $5,000. 
We'll accept the figures, even though 
they may make us ieel small and of 
lifile value. 


"But here comes a man who wants 


a thousand of us. worth $3,000,000. 
He wants us to become part of his 
great system of production. He needs 
us because without our trained move- 
ments his system will be worth just so 
much iron for the scrap pile. He had 
nothing to do with our development. 
A thousand factors have entered into 
our makeup for which he was not in 
any wny responsible. 
We therefore 


advance him §5,000,000 in the persons 
of ourselves, at a stated rate of in- 
terest, to be paid us in wages. Eco- 
nomically speaking, some of us are 
really worth more than a §5.000 ma- 
chine, but some of us may be worth 
less. Let us take it for granted, for 
the present, that we are receiving just 
what we are worth. 


"But the thousand of us pay back in 


taxes of various kinds the money 
which helps establish the community 
in which his factory is located, and we 
help maintain the peace and prosperity 
of the town, supporting legislators and 
municipal officers who make the town 
a safe place in which to transact 
business. In the making of the laws 
we, as citizens, had a thousand times 
as much to do as the factory owner. 
We helped to make the charter under 
which he runs his business. He can- 
not say, therefore, that 'this is my 
business,' and I shall run it as I 
please.' 'It is our business, and we 
shajl run it to our mutual interest.' 
must be the true sentiment which shall 
impel us to do our best to make It the 
finest business that we know how to 
make it. 


"Both of us must seek each other's 


welfare. Everything that hinders the 
progress of 'our business' must be 
eliminated. 
There must be an abso- 


lutely square deal on both sides. We 
have' together, let us say, a §10,000.000 
investment at stake. We should ear- 
nestly seek to avoid the usual hin- 
drances to success—namely, strikes, 
lockouts, "fere*,~3obd~ "and "pestilence. 
Mostly should we guard against the 
human frailties which imperil every 
enterprise and which stand in the way 
of all progress. 


"If either of us insists that this is 


'my business' exclusively, acting as in- 
dividuals and seeking only our indi- 
vidual interests, then we at once place 
ourselves outside the realm of mutual 
helpfulness and we become veritable

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MECHANICAL SHOVEL 


Machine Used In Lead Mines 


Does Seven Men's Work. 


MAY DISPLACE SPADE HANDS. 


BEAUTIFYING SUBURBS. 


With Compressed Air as the Motive 


Power It Is Being Operated Near 
Joplin, 
Mo.—Its 
Capacity 
to 
Be 


Greatly Increased. 


For years the "spade hand" in the 


lend and zinc mining distiict has been 
kinsr H" hns (liftntfd to flip boss hf 
has reveled in the best of wages and 
has done just as suited his fancy. 
Now there is a prospect of his de- 
thronement, and a mechanical shovel 
In use at the mine of a lead, zinc and 
smelting company at Prosperity, near 
Joplin, Mo., is the agency that prom- 
ises the revolution. 


About a year ago Captain R. Thew 


of Loraiu, O., vibited the mining dis- 
trict and conceived the idea for an un- 
derground mechanical sho\el to replace 
the cumbrous method of handling ore 
dirt in vogue at Prosperity, lie had no 
precedent, and the machine now being 
tried out at Prosperity, with apparent 
success, is the only one of the kind in 
the world, says the Kansas City Star, 
and certainly the only mechanical shov- 
el working underground. 


The shovel is operated by compressed 


air, the inventor realizing that to at- 
tempt to burn coal in the mine drifts 
would be impossible. Three engines 
arc provided, each driven by the com- 
pressed ah- convened to them through 
tubes from above ground. One engine 
dm es the boom in its sweeps from side 
to side and up and down, one operates 
the dipper that picks up the ore dirt, 
and the third provides traction power 
for the machine to enable moving Jt 
from drift to drift, as needed, and to 
remove it from the danger zone when 
blasting is done. This latter feature is 
the one that comes nearest being a fail- 
ure, the design now used being all but 
impracticable in moving the ten ton 
machine from place to place. A new 
idea is being worked out to overcome 
this. 


In appearance the shovel is not un- 


like that used above ground, the most 
striking difference being the massive 
armor of steel surrounding all but the 
boom and the dipper. This is used to 
protect the machine from loosened 
bowlders that fall from the roof of the 
drift 


In practice the shovel does the work 


of seven men. In no sense does it re- 
place the "cutters"—men who break 
the solid face of the dntts by dyna- 
mite and pick—but the great work o£ 
moving the shattered dirt, the work 
that has made the "spade hand" king, 
is done by the machine. This, with the 
prospect that the innovation will ne- 
cessitate the introduction of mules and 
tram cars, gives the shovel the position 
of an invader threatening to revolu- 
tionize the methods of mining through- 
out the district. 


When the dipper scoops up the bro- 


ken dirt cut by the "face men" be 
tween 600 and 700 pounds are handled 
at each sweep. 
Two ot the dippers 


full make a tub of dirt as it is hoisted 
from the mines at Prosperity. 
The 


machine makes about 400 grabs in a 
day of eight hours, or 200 tubs. 
The 


loaded tub is pushed by man power 
along the drift ou a small car sitting 
on a track. The smallness of the track 
capacity and man capacity is a draw- 
back. 


At the shaft the tub is hooked on to 


the cable and hoisted out. In order to 
remove the dirt as fast as the shovel is 
able to handle it probably larger tracks 
and larger trucks, with a wagon hold- 
ing a ton or more, will be found neces- 
sary, with a hoisting cage in the shaft 
instead of the simple wire rope cable 
now used. 


It is this feature that makes the ma- 


chine a really great menace to the dic- 
tatorship of the "spade hand." Even- 
tually, if the machine proves entirely 
successful, the miner sees the installa- 
tion of mine cages, the substitution of 
mules to move cars and the elimination 
of the "tub rustlers" as well as the 
"spade hand" from the operation of 
the mines.

The paradise, when 
t is reached, may really come up to the 
brag, but the sensibilities of the vis- 
itor have been too much, rasp.ed to en- 
able him to appreciate it. 


Entering almost any American town, 


big or little, is in faot entering by an 
nnkempt postern. 
The railroad it- 


self seems to have an unfailing instinct 
for the slum, which it customarily cre- 
ates. 
You cannot make the yard of 


an important station attractive, though 
you may make it highly impressive in 
its rcpulsivcness. But with regard to 
the suburbs and the resorts it is not 
the railroads which are most to blame. 
In fact, some of the most enlightened 
of them, quite comprehending that 
beauty is an asset for them in attract- 
ing settlers and commuters, take suc- 
cessful pains with the looks of their 
stations and of the immediate sur- 
roundings thereof. And, as everybody 
knows, it is in suburban work that our 
architecture is apt to show to the very 
best advantage. 
The improvement 


tlun a generation has been immense 


in tae substitution of unpretending and 
homely picturesqueness in suburban 
cottages for cheap and tawdry dis- 
play. But the movement has not in 
the least affected the suburban shop- 
keeper. 
The citizen of any of the 


great cities will have no difficulty in 
naming half a dozen of its suburbs 
which would be highly attractive if 
their commercial buildings were ad- 
vanced to as high a plane as their resi- 
dential buildings.

From 
cover to cover they are filled with pic- 
tures and with prices and descriptions 
of goods. 
The power of printer's ink 


is the only magnet, and this magnet 
can be used by merchants everywhere. 
The publishers of these great cata- 
logues do business running well up 
toward the fifty millions yearly. 
All 


their success has been in the ink they 
use and the way they use it. 


Because these* concerns receive pat- 


ronage that should go to the home 
merchant it is the home merchant's 
fault, Mr. Carr argues. 
The home 


merchant neglects to do just what the 
houses which publish the big cata- 
logues do. 
He may not have the 


money to get out such a great list, 
neither the means of carrying great 
stocks of goods. Yet he possesses all 
the means necessary to gain the trade 
that goes to these great concerns. He 
can buy goods just as low. has less ex- 
pense, and. while the big catalogue 
goes to a customer only once in a year 
or two, through the medium of the 
local newspaper the merchant can go 
to all the people of the community 
once a week and at the lowest ex- 
pense.
